As we all watch the financial 
markets and credit crisis, I 
pray that your families con- 
tinue to prosper and continue 
to provide care to your chil- 
dren and grandchildren. We 
continue to provide tribal as- 
sistance programs and en- 
courage the membership to 
utilize them before the end of the year. 

During the month of September we had the BIA re- 
view our federal programs and the auditors are finaliz- 
ing the 2007 Annual audits for the Tribe. We are 
awaiting the final reports for both the BIA review and 
the 2007 Annual Audit. This is the time of year that 
the tribe starts the budgeting process for 2009. Initial 
reports indicated that the business of the tribe is get- 
ting on track and moving forward positively. As we 
close out the calendar year, the business committee is 
in process of scheduling a strategic planning meeting 
in preparation for 2009 budgets and the tribe’s priori- 
ties for its membership. 

On September 19-21, 2008 the Tribe took a delegation 
of Tribal members to the Northern Iowa Pow-Wow in 
Whitecloud, KS. This was a memorable occasion and 
everyone that went has expressed to the committee 
their gratitude and what a good time they had. I at- 


tended this event with our delegation of Tribal mem- 
bers. We presented the pow-wow committee with a 
blanket and later honored them at the gourd dance 
with a shawl from Louise Hicks. The pow-wow com- 
mittee honored us with a song later in the day. Our 
Tribal Police set up a camp site for the members to 
rest and prepared meals for us. They did an excellent 
job taking care of our people. Pictures will be forth- 
coming in the next newsletter. 

During the same time on September 20, 2008 the 
statue of Chief No Heart was dedicated at Perkins Ter- 
ritorial Plaza during the Harvest Day Parade. In my 
absence, Councilperson, Renee Lincoln-Prince was 
present for the dedication ceremony. Please stop by to 
view it when you are in Perkins, the statue is in the 
Territorial Plaza located behind Stroud National Bank. 

We are in process of having an Iowa Veterans Memo- 
rial monument made in hopes to have it ready to dedi- 
cate this coming Veterans Day. Please review the vet- 
erans list in the tribal newsletter and make sure that 
your family member’s information is correct. If there 
are and corrections please contact Sally Lay at 
slay@iowanation.org.

Domestic Violence Awareness 

October is Domestic Violence Awareness month. In 2005 389,100 women and 
78,180 men were victimized by an intimate partner. Domestic violence is a crime 
that impacts victims, the families involved and, directly or indirectly, the entire 
community. 

Victims of domestic violence suffer physical injury, psychological distress and 
financial harm. Battering is the single major cause of injury to women, more sig- 
nificant than auto accidents, rapes and muggings. Being a victim of intimate part- 
ner violence has demonstrable negative psychological effects. Victims may be- 
come withdrawn and depressed. Such mental challenges impact a parent’s ability 
to care for their family. Physical injuries and/or shame may cause a victim to miss 
work, often leading to financial distress. When victims flee from the abuser they 
strain social services for emergency or transitional housing.

Domestic violence in a household impacts everyone in the family. Children who 
witness violence in the home are harmed in both overt and subtle ways. Children 
in violent homes often feel confusion, stress, and shame and fear they are the cause 
of the problems. Such children are 1/3 more likely to experience significant be- 
havioral and emotional problems. These problems often lead to excessive ab- 
sences from school. Further, children from violent homes are at risk for learning 
to use violence for solving problems at home and at school. They may be at 
greater risk of becoming runaways, being suicidal or committing criminal acts as 
juveniles and adults. They are at higher risk of developing drug and alcohol prob- 
lems or being involved in abusive relationships as batterers or victims. Children 
do not have to be abused themselves to be impacted by violence in the home.

The most serious cases of domestic violence can end tragically in murder. Ac- 
cording to the Violence Policy Center’s latest report, When Men Murder Women: 
An Analysis of 2006 Homicide Data. Oklahoma ranks 4 th in the nation in the num- 
ber of women murdered by men. Nationwide, 1,836 females were murdered by 
males in single victim/single offender incidents in 2006. In 92% of the cases over- 
all the victim knew her attacker. The most common weapon used was a handgun 
(73%).

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Proposed U.S. Bailout of Financial System 


Definition ^Bailout in economics and finance is a term used to 
describe a situation where a bankrupt or nearly bankrupt entity, 
such as a corporation or a bank, is given a fresh injection of li- 
quidity, in order to meet its short term obligations. Often bailouts 
are by governments, or by consortia of investors who demand 
control over the entity as the price for injecting funds. 

Often a bailout is in response to a short term cash flow crunch, 
where an entity with illiquid, but sufficient, assets is given funds 
to ’’tide it over" until short term problems are resolved. However, 
often bailouts are merely delaying the inevitable, as a government 
or investment structure attempts to avoid putting a large quantity 
of illiquid assets on the market, which would force other similar 
entities to write down their assets. 

The bailing out of a corporation by government is controversial 
because bankruptcy can be seen as being caused by the failure to 
satisfy consumer demand; the bailing out is thus an instance of 
government intervention on the market overruling the will of 
consumers. "All this talk: the state should do this or that, ulti- 
mately means: the police should force consumers to behave oth- 
erwise than they would behave spontaneously." According to the 
Austrian School of Economics the appearance of monopolies can 
often be blamed on such acts of government intervention that 
preserve overstretched and badly managed corporations which 
market forces would have broken into smaller and more special- 
ized companies. 

Government bailouts of corporations are usually reserved for 
cases when a corporation is considered "too big to fail" - justified 
by the argument that failure of certain corporations would cause 
unacceptable short term economic repercussions throughout the 
economy. 

2008 Bailout of the U.S. Financial System 

In September 2008, leaders of the U.S. Treasury and the Con- 
gress proposed a three-page bill called Troubled Asset Relief 
Program, which was much modified, expanded to 1 10 pages, and 
renamed the Emergency Economic Stabilization Act of 2008, an 
act intended to bail out the U.S. financial system. This measure, 
which involved the federal government’s acquiring or insuring as 
much as $700 billion of troubled mortgage-backed securities, was 
intended to reduce uncertainty regarding these assets and restore 
confidence in the credit markets. This bill was rejected by the 
United States House of Representatives on September 29 by a 
vote of 228 to 205. 

Following a series of financial crises that affected several major 
U.S. financial institutions, including Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac, Bear Steams, Lehman Brothers, American International 
Group, Countrywide Financial and Merrill Lynch, U.S. Treasury 
Secretary Henry Paulson proposed a plan under which the U.S. 
Treasury would acquire up to $700 billion worth of mortgage- 
backed securities. The plan was immediately backed by President 
George W. Bush and negotiations began with leaders in the U.S. 
Congress to draft appropriate legislation. Proponents of the plan 
argue that the urgent, dramatic intervention called for by the plan 
is vital to prevent further erosion of confidence in the U.S. credit 
markets and that failure to act could lead to a significant down- 


turn in the economy. Opponents object to the massive cost of the 
plan and point to polls that show little support among the public 
for bailing out Wall Street investment banks. 

Background- Serious turmoil in the banking system and fi- 
nancial markets due to the subprime mortgage crisis reached a 
critical stage during September 2008, characterized by severely 
contracted liquidity in the global credit markets and going- 
concern threats to investment banks and other institutions. In 
response, the U.S. government announced a series of comprehen- 
sive steps to address the problems, following a series of "one-off 
or "case-by-case" interventions such as the $85 billion AIG bail- 
out on September 16. Consultations between Treasury Secretary 
Henry Paulson, Chairman of the Federal Reserve Ben Bemanke, 
U.S. Securities and Exchange Commission chairman Christopher 
Cox, congressional leaders, and President George W. Bush, 
moved forward efforts to draft a proposal for a comprehensive 
solution to the problems created by illiquid assets. News of the 
coming plan resulted in some stock, bond, and currency markets 
stability on September 19, 2008. At the close of the week the 
Secretary of the Treasury Paulson and President Bush announced 
a proposal for the federal government to buy up to US$700 bil- 
lion of illiquid mortgage-backed securities with the intent to in- 
crease the liquidity of the secondary mortgage markets and re- 
duce potential losses encountered by financial institutions owning 
the securities. The draft proposal was received favorably by in- 
vestors in the stock market, but caused the U.S. dollar to fall 
against gold, the Euro, and petroleum. 

The plan was not immediately approved by Congress; debate and 
amendments were seen as likely before the plan was to receive 
legislative enactment. Throughout the week of September 20, 
there was in fact contentious wrangling among members of Con- 
gress over the terms and scope of the bailout, amplified by con- 
tinued failures of institutions like Washington Mutual, and the 
upcoming November 4 national election .On September 21, Paul- 
son announced that the original proposal, which would have ex- 
cluded foreign banks, had been revised to include foreign finan- 
cial institutions with a presence in the United States. The U.S. 
administration pressured other countries to set up similar bailout 
plans. 

On September 23, the plan was presented by Henry Paulson and 
Ben Bernanke to the Senate Banking Committee who rejected it 
as unacceptable. 

On September 24, President Bush addressed the nation on prime 
time television, describing how serious the financial crisis could 
become if action was not taken promptly by Congress. 

Over the weekend (September 27-28), Congress continued to 
develop the proposal. That next Monday, the House put the re- 
sulting effort, the Emergency Economic Stabilization Act of 
2008, to a vote. It did not pass. Financial markets such NASDAQ 
dropped at least 8 percentage points, the largest percentage drop 
since Black Monday in 1987.

Type 2 Diabetes is attacking our Native American Community in epidemic numbers. We as Native Americans are "at risk" 
just because of who we are. Diabetes is listed as one of the top three "killers" of Native American People, with the other two 
being Heart Disease and Cancer. Diabetes and Heart Disease are related and, in most cases, can be prevented or delayed with 
good nutrition and exercise (lifestyle choices). It has also been reported that Native American People who already suffer 
from Type 2 Diabetes can prevent or delay deadly complications with good nutrition and exercise. 

Through our Diabetic and Community Health Program, Native Americans who reside within the service area may be eligible 
to receive free glucose monitoring supplies, diabetic, fitness and nutritional education, free membership to our Wellness Cen- 
ter, diabetic socks, free blood pressure monitors, and assistance with eyeglasses and shoes. 

In the past, clients had to have “high risk feet” to be eligible for shoes. We are very excited to announce the “Get Fit” cam- 
paign which consists of the Nike Native Shoes. You are able to either purchase the shoes at $42.80 or sign-up for the Get Fit 
Campaign. This program is for Native Americans with diabetes and for those do not have diabetes that reside in our service 
area. 

The Get Fit Campaign consists of: 

Seeing the Wellness Coordinator (Jeff McClellan) for a fitness plan 

Seeing the Dietitian (Patty Anson) for a nutrition evaluation (please bring a 3 day food record) 

Seeing the physician (Dr. Geetha Umakumaran) for a physical (diabetics will get their quarterly check-up or non- 
diabetics will get a physical with a diabetes screening). 

You can pick up a request form at the Wellness Center (located at the Tribal Complex) or at the Diabetes Program (located at 
Perkins Family Clinic).
